No question, that diesel is the best way to go for long life and pure power. 


But you will have to have a trailer hitch, as these things are not portable! 
On the other hand, for a typical FD use, and for the occasional long term 
power outage, a small, luggable gas engine generator will probably serve you 
better. 


As to spark noise, that is pretty much a thing of the past. All of the 
recent gas engine products use suppressor wires between the magneto and the 
plug, and often a resistor plug. (You practically need to get a prescription 
to get Packard 440 wire these days!) You won't hear any spark noise.

*3.5x circuit connector commonly found on aircraft and certain military 
radios. Major electronics supply houses stock the required plug, a PJ-068, 
but you won't find them at Radio Shack. The reason Drake used this connector 
rather than the common 1/4 inch stereo connector is a mystery. But there 

are some clues.

I think you left out the biggest clue. 


This jack is common on military equipment as a carbon microphone connector. 
It is standard for aviation use. All aviation radios, intercoms and headsets 
use this connector for the microphone circuit. 


Few headsets or hand mics use acutal carbon elements anymore. Usually a 
noise-cancelling electret is used with an adapter circuit built-in to fit 
the carbon mic interface in the radios. 


This standard probably dates back to WWII.

: A buddy of mine has a 20 year old SB200 amplifier. He was having some 
problems with low plate voltage (1800 vs a quote of 2400 in the manual) and 

: sometimes no idling or low idling current. Then it went bang and took out a 

: string of 3 of the caps in one leg of the supply. We found shorted caps - 

: checked the diodes with an electronic ohmmeter and they seemed to still be 

: ok. (diode test mode) 


: Well [new] caps got installed, tubes were left out in the interest of keeping 
: things going bang to a minimum, and the supply was fired up. A humming 


noise, a "ffft-pop" and 4 seconds later the power was shut off by him. 
: Result was 2 caps too hot to touch, and now acting like "not capacitors" 
: and 4 left that still seem to be ok. 


: Our thoughts are that maybe we didn't test the diodes rigorously enough and 
: that we were dumping AC into the caps and heating them up? 


That would be my guess. The diodes may have shown low reverse leakage 
on a low-voltage ohm meter, but break down at high voltage. 


: Questions: 


: 1: We figure now to replace all the diodes just in case - anyone know their 
: ratings? They have heath part numbers on them. What's an IN400X equivalent? 
: I'm guessing they should be something like 400 PIV, 1-2 amps - but I'm sure 
: somebody out there has done this before. 


1N4004 are 1 kV, 1A diodes. That's probably what you want. 


: 2: Anything special we should do to power it up and check it out? Tubes in? 
: Tubes out? I'd kind of favor tubes out and bring it up with a variac to 
: form the caps (which were date coded 1993, so they should be fresh) 


A variac is a good idea. 


: 3: Should we be suspicious of the remaining caps? Or other parts? The 
bleeders seemed intact. The caps were new. We thought we had checked the 

: diodes. The transformer is presumably still ok, if not I'm afraid we are 
probably dead in the water anyway. 


I would make sure all the caps in each string are the same value, 
manufacturer and date code. That way the capacitance and leakage will 
likely be well-matched. 


: 4: A good theory for what happened in failures 1 and 2? We figured the caps 
just got old - maybe there was something else going on. 


Probably bad diodes. A high-voltage transient on the power line can 
damage them.
